The Expert Testimony Bears Heavily

' The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, December 28.—Guiteau 
éome into the court-room this morning look- 
ing paler than usual. He complained he had 
not slept well. Last evening a man was 
placed in acell near his, who was suffering 
from the most violent type of mania caused 
by the excessive use of morphine, and during 
the whole night his shrieks rang through the 
jail. Guiteau was annoyed and asked what 
was the occasion for such ariot. The keeper 
replied, “‘We’ve got a crazy man on our 
hands to-night.” 

‘*Well,’” said Guiteau, 
vou choke him, and make i him 
keep quiet, and not let respectable 
people be disturbed in this way by a miser- 
abie !unatic.”’ 

DR. M’DONALD 
again took the stand this morning and was 
cross-examined by Scoville. The questions 


were directed mainly tothe sudject of tem- 

rary insanity, and witness was asked ifin 
his practice he had not metan instance of 
temporary insanity. 

“Yes, sir; I know of a man who was insane 
for twenty-four hours.” 

Scoville (eazerly): And 
well. 

“No, sir; he died.’”? [Laughter at Scoville’s 
expense.] 

Witn2s8s was asked what he meant 
yesterday by saying, “I think he 
(prisoner) has been playing a part in court,’’ 
and replied: ‘I believe he has bé@en feigning 
what he believed to be insanity,*wot really 
insanity. [believe be has been trying to 
give the impression in court that he is in- 
sane and with that idea he has been acting a 
part.”? 

Scoville soon became involved ina discus- 
sion with counsel on the pertinence of a 
question, when Guiteau shouted: **You had 
better let him go. You are making altogether 
too much of him. If you haven’t sense 
enongh to see it l will have to tell you.” 

Allusion was made to the axe incident, 
when Guiteau cemmented contemptuously 
‘<Oh, nonsense. That axe story is the 
merest fiction. It’s all rubbish,” and shortly 
afterward, ‘‘Doctor, just tell us something 
about Abraham and we will let you go.’’ 

Witness was asked if he had not been dis 
charged for granting afalse health certificate 
t - Mriweed when be was in confinement 
inthe penitentiary, and replied: “I never 
rave to Tweed a certificate of bealth or ill- 
bealth. and I was never discharged from any 
position in my life.’”’ 

DR. RANDOLPH BARKSDALE 
superintendcnt of the Central Lunatic Asy- 
lum near Richmond, Va.,visited the prisoner 
at the jail. Hehad also closely observed 
him in court, and from his person- 
al examination and observation 
was of the opinion he was sane. 
Witness also testified he believed Guiteau 
had been feigning in court. Witness be- 
lieved,taking as the true facts set forth in the 
two hypothetical questions of the prosecu- 
tfon, that the prisoner was sane when he shot 
the President. 

DR. JNO. H. COLLENDER, 

of Nashville, superintendent of the Ten- 
nessee State Asylum for Insane, had given 
special attention to the study of insanity the 
past twelve years. He had seen about 2,000 
cases during his connection with the Tennes- 
see Asvlum. Tbe witness visited the pris- 
oner inthe Jail, and also closeiy observed 
the prisoner in court, and believed him per- 
fectliy sane. 

Witness did not believe the Deity ever in- 
spired a man to take the life of a felluw- 
creature; that ifa person labored under an 
insane delusion that he was inspired to kill 
the President of the United States he would, 
evenif he did not talk aboutit, disclose his 
purpose by his change d manner and conver- 
sation. Witness not having heard the hypo- 
thetical questions they were read to him by 
‘orkhill. 
nao tel prefaced the reading by saving: 
“Your whole question is full of falsehoods 
and misstatements. I make this assertion 
now at theoutset to avoid interrupting as 
ron go along.’’ 
y Witness believed, taking the facts set 
forth to be true, that the prisoner was un- 
doubtedly sane. 

Guiteau again commenced: ‘*Two-thirds 
of that stuffis all bosb.’’ Scoville noted an 
exception to both questions ind answers: 

Upon cross examination Scoville took up 
the hypothetical question, clause by clause, 
and questioned witness closely as to the 
weight and bearing of each information in 
his (witness) opinion.

CANE GROWERS’ CONVENTION, 


President Hedges Making Prepsrations 
to Receive the Delegates. 


Mr. Isaac A. Hedges, preriiicnt of the 
Mississippi Valiey Cane Growers’ Associa- 
tion, announces that he to-day perfected ar- 
rangements with the railroads to carry dele- 
gates to the association’s annual conven- 
tion, which begins in the School soard:room 
in this city on January 3, 1882, and lasts four 
or five days, and return them to their homes 
foraone and a third fair. The railroads 


at first refused to grant any reduction, but 
as the convention promises to be numerecus- 
ly attended and the sorghum interest grow- 
ing in ali sections of the country, they have 
at last consented to reduce round-trip tick- 
ets in the manner indicated. Last vear the 
convention met in this city and there 
were some i ~sixty delegates prevent.

Eighteen Executions in the City of 
St. Louis Since 1859. 


The Crimes for Which the Awfal 
Death Penalty was Paid. 


Men who Got Within a Few Hours of 
the Scafiold.

An Interesting Record for Those who 
are Fond of Gallows Literature. 


There are twice as many murderers in the 
City Jail to-day as have graced the gallows 
in this locality during the past twenty years. 
The Clerk of the Criminal] Court has in his 
possession all the death warrants got- 
ten up for St. Louis hangings since that ef 
Joseph W. Thornton, who was executed in 
the old jail-yard, at the southeast corner of 
Sixth and Chestnut streets, in 1859. This is 
the earliest there is any complete record for. 
The memory of the old inhabitant goes be- 
yond it, however, and persons can be found 
who are able to rehearse in a vague way 
the crime visited with the death penalty 
away back as far as 1836, when a mob 
broke down the doors of the then City Jail, 
located,as it was up to abouta decade ago, at 
the corner of Sixth and Chestnut, and taking 
outanegro who had murdered a Deputy 
Marshal, carried him to a point several hun- 
dred yards east, bound him with a chain to 
a tree, and piling fagots of wood around him, 
burned the sbriekirg culprit to death. This 
was the first and about the only case of law- 
lessness the corporation had to chronicle. 
There wus another instance of riot that did 
not reach as far in its result, but will be 
dwelt upon later. The reminiscent old in- 
hapitant can tell you of the public hangings 
on Duncan Island and near the old lime kiln 
below the Arsenal. Three or four men were 
choked off at a time and the papers had less 
to say about the affair than they now say 
about a $5,000 fire or a cutting gcrape in Clab- 
ber alley. Madison, Morrisén, Brown and 
Soule wentthrough the trap on Duncan’s 
Isiand in the early fifties. They were all mur- 
derers. Then came Gallagher, and after- 
wards Shaughnessy and Dodge, who mur- 
dered some hall-breeds on the plains, for the 
District Court located here then extended 
its jurisdiction to all that territory included 
in Nebraska, Kansus,_ ete. Shultz, 


La Pointe and Neuslein, the Jast named 
a wife murderer, were subsequently 
sent to “Kingdom Come’? together by the 
County Marshal, and then followed the case 
of 


THE WRETCHED LAMB. 

He boarded with his wife atthe Astor 
House, which was on Franklin avenue be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth. He was middle- 
aged; she was young and handsome. He 
yrew jealous of her and the pas-ion drove 
him to the desperation of committing mur- 
der. Lamb took his wife out on the river in 
askiffone night, and when in mid-stream 
killed her, and tying a stone around ber neck 
threw her overvoard. Her body was never 
recovered. Lamb wasso persistently pur- 
sued by his awful crime that be went before 
a Justice of the Peace and gave the informa- 
tion against himself that secured bis convic- 
tion and death. He was hanged in the Chest- 
nut etreet jailysrd,on the very spot now 
occupied by the Laclede Hote) billiard room, 
and on which every execution up to Patrick 
O’Shea’s took piace. Those who witnessed 
Lam’s death remember it as a very pitiful 
and touching scene. The poor fellow was so 
much the victim of remorse that he had 
wasted away in strength and frame, and the 
approach of his doom so terrified him that 
he was unable to keep his feet. He was ai- 
most carried to the gallows, and his body 
swayed ijike a leaf in anuutumn breeze 
whiie the Marshal read the death 
warrant. The officers supported bim 
with their hands, and every now and 
then he would open his eyes and jook ap- 
pealingly to the crowd, asifto ask: **Won’t 
some one here save me?’’ As§ until lately, 
it was then the custom to read the death 
warrant upon the scaffold—a barbarous and 
unnecessary addition tothe awful suspense 
of the doomed man. Lamb’s death was easier 
than his ife had been subsequent to his 
crime, andthe springing of toe trap was a 
reliefto all who had assembled to witness 
the execution. 

Dhis brings the history of hanging in St. 
Louis to the first execution to be found in 
the present records of the Criminal Court— 
that of Thornton. The writer of 
this article in looking over the 
feld found some _§interestin cases, 
the prominent figures in whicb had a peep at 
eternity, having been snatched from the jaws 
of death by executive clemency. These sball 
be touched upon, and as much ofthe history 
of each case as is just now obtainable. 

JOSEPH W. THORNTON 
was hanged Novewber 11, 1850, by County 
Murshal Peter Wezman. There are num- 
hers of persons now living who remember 
Thornton’s crime and eay he should never 
have died on the soaffold. He was an uncle 
of Fred. J. Thornton, late Clerk 
of the Cirenit Court. His crime was 
the ki'ling of Jos. Charlese, president of the 
Siate Bank of Missouri. Thornton bad been 
employed in the bank, and when a larce sum 
of money—some say $8,009; others $20,000 to 
$30,000—was ascertained to be missing he was 
charged with having appropriated the 
amount. He was indicted, tried and acquit- 
ted on the evidence. Leaving the city, he 
went to New Orleans and obtained empioy- 
ment. Chariess’ letters to Tbhornton’s New 
Orleans employer resulted in his dismissal. 
At Mobile ne lost a situation in the same 
manner. Charless’ letters pursued him to 
Other points, and he became an outcast and a 
anderer. keturning to St. Louis he ~ est} 
: days and nights in the saloons, and all 
“Woo knew him noticed that he constantly 
ore an abstracted and despairfullook, At 
last, one day he encountered Charless on 
Market street, between Third and Fourth, 
andshot him down. The murder was done 
about3 o’clock in the afternoon. Thornton 
was taken to the jail on Sixth and Cheatnut. 
The news of the murder spread rapidly. 
Chariess’ works of charity made him popular 
with the poor, and bis wealth gave bim 
preeminence among all classes. His assassi- 
pation stirred the people to riot. A mob 
gathered in front of the jail and 
demanded that the murderer be turned 
over at once for sum FAT 
The court sittingthen in the Jai! building 
hastily adjourned. The militiawas called 
out. Stili the mob assailed the doors and 
cried for the blood of the assaesin. A cer- 
tain entand wealthy cliizen, whose 
Sailers eott white, was yesterday pointed 
out to the Post-D1sPaTCH reporter as the 
who led that mob. Every effort was

made to | the murderer; but in vain. | 
The militia was there and held the crowd 
back until late at night, when old Dr. Mc-. 
Dowell climbed the Jall wall and appesied to 
the infuriated people to let the law deal with 
the culprit, assuring them that the crime 

would be amply avenged. Then the mob 

dispersed. Thornton was tried, convicted 

and executed on the day already designated. 

This was a very famous case, and it is often 

alluded to, while theclaim is made that 

‘Vhornton at the time of his death was a 

hopeless junatic. 

SAMUEL BRUST 

was banged in the old Jail yard on August 

1, 1860. Brust was a tall, muscular man— 
a fair type of the early Westerner. He had 
been to California in search of gold, but 
found none. He met an old friend, however 
who had made mining pay and persuade 
him to come to Missourito buyafarm. The 
man paid Brust’s fare to St. Louis, and when 
they got here thev went to a boarding-bouse 
on Green street, near Fourth. Green street 
is now Christy avenue. One night Brust 
cut his friend’s throat witha razor, gathered 
up hie gold and fied to Ohio. e was ar- 
rested, brought back here, tried and con- 
victed. Goy. Johneon prosecuted him, and 
during the trial Brust almost got possession 
of the razor, which was in evidence, intend- 
ing to kill the young lawyer who was fasten- 
ing the crime upon him. As an illustration 
of his strength it is related that when hand- 
cuffed he broke the steel chains as easily as 
if tbev had been threads. He was sentenced 
to death, and trouble was anticipated, but 
the guards at the gallows were numerous 
and he made no resistance. 

WM. WILSON 
was hanged on the same scaffold on June 27, 
1862. Wilson was a cracksman, and with 
Patrick Burns, a pal, killed Police Sergeant 
Gilmore a few months before the execution 
took place. Wilson and Burns got into the 
room of aGerman who lived »sver his gro- 
cery store on Franklin avenue, near Twelfth 
street, one night. They knew where the 
old fellow’s money box was and were after 
that. While in the room they awakened 
the German, who saw Burns _hoild- 
ing a lighted match at the foot of the 
bed. Wilson was at the side of the bed-gnd 
said to its occupant, ‘‘D—n you, if you make 
any noise I’li kill you.’? The old fellow 
made no noise and they secured the box and 
made their escape. hen they were gone 
the German notified the police, giving a de- 
scription of the man who was at the foot of 
the bead. The police at once knew Wilson 
and Burns had done the job and a detail was 
sent to watch a a camg on Brovklyn street 
where the cracksmen lived with several low 
women. The detail remained on duty until 
moraing, without catcbing their game. Then 
Sergt. Gilmore relieved them. They had gone 
no more than a block when a pistol shot was 
heard. One of them saw Gilmore reeling en 
the pavement, pointing his pistol at the re- 
treating cracksmen, Gilmore’s dving state- 
ment was that Burns had struck him with a 
siung-shot and Wilson shot bim in the scuffle 
that ensued when they were surprised.. W1l- 
son was prosecutea by Gov. Johnson, con- 
victed and executed. On the scaffold he 
made a statement that he had fired the fatal 
shot. 

PAT BURNS, 
his accomplice, was tried separately, Gov. 
Johnson prosecuting him also. The 
first trial resulted in a hung 
jury, eleven being for conviction 
and one for acquittal. On his second trial he 
was convicted, sentenced to death and exe- 
cuted in 1863, about a vear after Wilson. 

MICHAEL KERNS AND THOMAS SMITH 

were hanged tu the same place and together, 
on January 23, 1863. They were burglars 
and had entered the rear of the saloon on the 
northwest corner of Seventh and Cbhouteau 
avenue, one night, for purposes of robbery, 
when they were surprised by the proprietor. 
who appeared upon the scene, candle in 
band, and was shot down. 

These were war times, and eight hangings 
took piace from ’60 to ’64in the grove back 
of the Chouteau mansion, on the spot oppo- 
site the present Sumner High School, on 
Eleventh and Spruce street. These hangings 
were under the auspices of the United States 
authorities and the doomed men were sples 
and deserters. In 1863 three men were hung 
on the same scaffold. Ab. Grimes, recentiy 
a member of the police force, came near being 
shot and hanged about that time. He was 
under sentence of death, but escaped the 
night before the fun was to be furnished. 
All these executions were public and the 
writer remembers that the triple execution 
of 1863 was witnessed by a multitude in 
which were many young folks who ha@ run 
away from school to get a glimpse of the hor- 
rible spectacle. 

VALENTINE HANSEN, 
a Hessian who murdered a German, was 
hanged in the oid jail yard by Jim Coffon 
April 15, 1864. Hansen kept bragging until! 
the dav before his execution that he would 
die game, but when the time came for him 
to leave the jail for the acaffoid his spirit for- 
sook him, and he had.tto be carried to the 
place of death. 
PETER CHRISTMAN 

was the next to fail into the hangman’s 
hand, Barney Laibold doing the job. Christ- 
man was hanged December 6, 1857. He was 
an idiotic fellow about 20 years o:!d, and em- 
played by Ross,a farmer on the Hall’s Ferry 
road inthe Columbia Bottom. Ross drank 
a little and one night when he returoed trom 
market showed Chris'mavn $40 he had been 

aid for produce, Mrs, Ross was not at 

ome. Rossanda six-year-old son, whom 
Christman was very fond of, slept in the 
same bed‘ and in their room was the money 
which Christman had made up bis mind to 
steal. With candle in hand Christ- 
man entered the room, and being detécted 
as he imagined, or afraid of having the rob- 
bery discovered, he picked up a heavy chop- 
ping axe and brained the farmer. The little 
yoy rolled overin bis sieep muttering some- 
thing, and threw an arm. across his 
fathers’ body. bebe soe the boy might 
awake, Christman crushed out his voung life 
with a blow from tbe murderous axe. Then 
he took the money, hitched up Rss’ team, 
and left the pene In a few days he was ar- 
rested at Bridgeton, still in possession of 
the wagon and horses. When brought into 
court he pleaded guilty,but Judge Primm re- 
fused to acceptthe plea. It was the first 
time in the history of the State that sucha 
plea had been made, Christman was put 
on trial, convicted, sentenced and executed. 


WM. EDWARDS, ALIAS ROACH, 

was hanged July 23, 1869. He wasa hand- 
car man, and colored. He killed another 
negro at a dance in the outskirts of the city, 
under circumstances that caused many to 
think that it was a case of self-defense. The 
two men quarreled in the house concerning 
some woman, and Edwards was ieaving the 
place when he was followed to the front 
gate by his rival, where the quarrel was re- 
newed, and Edwards deait the death 
blow. His trial was one of the 
shortest murder tria's on record. It lasted 
ony one hour. Gov. Jobnson was then 
Circuit Atterney, but being called away from 
the city Wm. Patrick prosecuted the case 
successfully. Edward’s execution was a re- 
volting spectacle. Therope stretched so that 
the poor fellow’s toes touched the ground and 
he kicked and danced until slow strangula- 
tion put ap ena to his terrible sufferings. 

This was the last execution in the old jail, 
and there was no more hanging until 1875, 
In the meantime several murderers 

NARROWLY ESCAPED THE GALLOWS. 

Biddle Moore, a colored steward onasteam- 
boat, killed a companion and was sentenced 
to be hanged on August 10, 1866, but Gov. 
Fietcher commuted the sentence. 

Previous to this George Starr had been 
convicted and sentenced to death for killing 
a produce dealer named Smith with a knife, 
near Broadway and Cherry. It wasa coid- 
blooded and atrocious murder, but Starr’s 
wite worked upon Gov. Fletcher ana had 
the sentence commuted to a short term of 
imprisonment. Starr came out of the “*pen”’ 
two years before Lilliard, an Illinoisan, who 
was convicted of perjury in swearing in fa- 
vor of the murderer and was sentenced for 
—— M ears. sais 

emmerechek, a yourg man who had 
been raised by Mr. Chas. ii. Etleard, Was 
also the object of Gov. Fietcher’s executive 
- Nemmerschek keptasaloon at 


the corner of Fifth and Oarr streets, in 1868. 
One he got into s quarrel with a man 


, : . en aaeesa 
named Doyle, and following him through the 


street to the Guard House, on Broadway and 
Biddle, shot him down while be was begging 
for mercy. Nemmerschek was arrested, tried, 
convicted and sentenced to death. Gov. 
Fietcher commuted this sentence to im- 
risonment for life, and finaliy, on the last 
fay ot his term of office and as his last official 
act, pardoned the murderer out of the peni- 
tentiary. Matis now tending bar in Indiana- 

poiis. 

WM BANKS. 

In 1868 Wm. Banks, colored, got within a 
few hours of his death, every preparation for 
which had been made by the County Marshal, 
whose delectable duty it then was to strangle. 
Banks was charged with xilling a mistress 
with whom he lived somewhere in Lowell. 
Her body was never found and the testimony 
was all circumstantial. He was tried, con- 
victed and sentenced to be hanged on October 
1,1868. On the night of September 30, Gov. 
Jobnson and Jobtn Shore, then jailer and now 
a police sergeant in the Second District, 
learning that Gov. Fletcher was in town, 
took a carriage and sought him out at the 
house of a friend, named Reed. They both 
felt that Banks, who was almost a boy, was 
innocent and that, having consumption, he 
would soon die anyhow, and they made a 
strong appeal to the Governor, who gave them 
an order on the Secretarv of State for a com- 
mutation. Next morning preparatiens for 
the hanging began, but were interrupted by 
the arrival of the commutation, and Banks 
went to the ‘*Pen.”’ 

MAX KLINGER 

killed his uncle, a Chouteau avenue tailor, 
in 1867, shooting him and attempting to gill 
his aunt with a hatchet. Klinger was in the 
opinion of a great many persons crazy. 
He imagine that his unck had 
not been treating him justiyand the night 
before the murder the old gentleman had 
refused to give him some money. These were 
the only known motives for the deed. After 
the murder Klinger took a west-bound train 
and was arrested betweeuo here and Jeffer- 
son City, his hands and shirt sleeves still 
covered with his uncle blood. He was 
thrice tried and twice convicted and sen 

tenced to death. W H. H. Russell was bis 
attorney and worked so hard that he at last 
secured a commutation from Gov. B. Gratz 
Brown to tern years in the Penitentiary. 
Klinger went up io 1872 and will he released 
next May. He wasin jail about five years, 
living there longer and costing the State 
more money than any other murderer except 
Chas. F. Kring, whois stillunhung. Klinger 
is in the tailoring department at the

ROMANCE IN CRIME. 

Then comes the romantie case of Patrick 
Duffy and Patrick Burns, the story of which 
has been beautifully and witchingly told in 
Gov. Johnson’s lecture on “Character in 
Crime’ delivered at Mercantile Library Hail 
in 1874. Andby the way it may be mentioned 
that Gov. Johnson prosecuted and secured 
convictions in both cases. Duffy belonged 
to tne lowerclass. He iived witha sister 
and her girl child in the row of 
frames that formerly stood on the 
south side ef the Union Market. He 
loved his little niece better than ali else in 
the world,and his affection forhber shines 
out brightly and beautifully even in the black 
crime he committed for her sake. His whole 
existence was wrapped upin her. He sent 
her to scheol, paid for her education and 
clothed her. He labored for her alone, and 
whenin 1865 his sister married Frei, Oate- 
meyer, who kepta saloon and boarding house 
near the Pium Street Depot of the Iron 
Mountain road, and Duffy took it into his 
head to becomea soldier, he placed the girl 
in a convent and gave Ostemeyer $600, all the 
money he had, to pay for her tuition and 
clothing, promising to send monthly remit- 
tances to keep her at school. He was sent 
with troops tothe border to fight the 
Indians. Every month for a year or more he 
sent his pay to Ostemeyer. One day here- 
ceived aletter from bis niece. It informed 
him that she was tired of the cruelties and 
wretchedness of life; that her father-in-law 
had spent her money in drink and reduced 
their home to wretchedness and desolation; 
before the letter could reach him she would 
bedead. That night Duffy was a deserter. 
The girl whom he had ioved and had been 
struggling for, bad earried her plans into 
execution. The register of ber death read 

**SUICIDE BY POISON.” 
Duffy became a wanderer. He 
sturted to make his way back to St. Louis 
to kill the man who had ruined and driven 
his niece tothe grave. He picked up Pat 
Burns, a jolly, roving fellow, on the road, 
and after long and weary traveling they 
reached the city. They looked everywhere 
for Ostemeyer. Atlastthey found him and 
his wife in a wretched hutinthesuburbs of 
the city, andthere, on Christmas Eve, 1870, 
while Ostemeyer was lying drunk on the 
floor and Buros stood singing a maudlin 
song inthe doorway, and Mrs. Ostemeyer 
was fleeing over the prairie, and a curious 
little old woman was hidden under the bed, 
Duffy crushed the drunknen brute’s skull 
with two blows ofa fire-iron. Burnoa was 
arrested next day, and within two weeks 
was convicted. Duffy wandered into the 
police court about that time one dayand was 
arrested. Burns was sentenced to hang 
April 30,1871, but was respited until June 8, 
and afterwards until July 31, the date set for 
Dufty’s execution, he also being convicted. 
Burns was offered a commutation, but said 
he was innocent and preferred hanging to the 
penitentiary. Gov. Brown finally commuted 


his sentence to ten years’ imprisonment, and ; 


he was afterwards pardoned by Acting-Govy. 
Johnson. Emile Thomas, the City 
Marshal, had Duffy’s cvflin bought, the 
cap and rope ready and tickets out for the 
execution when Gov. Brown again interfer- 
edand Duffy went to the Penitentiary for 
life. He became insane and was transferred 
to the asylum at Fulton, where he still 1s. 


MICHAEL SCANLON 


was within twelve hours of his execution, 
which was to have taken place in 
1874. He was convicted of having killed his 
wife inthe Lime House, on Sixth street and 
Cass avenue, on Christmas Eve, 1878. The 
tertimony upon which his conviction was 
based was that of a 13-yesr-ola daughter, 
who sworethat she saw her father strike her 
mother on the head witha billet of wood. 
The mother drank excessively and Jiquor 
provoked the killing. It was claimed that 
the child had been tampered with—indeed 
she said so herself—and it was also claimed 
that the blow was not the cause of Mrs. 
Scanlon’s death, a piece of tea cup on which 
she was supposed to have fallen having been 
foundimbedded inthe bone of the skull. 
John J. Fitzwilliam, then cashier of the 
Hibernian Bank, took the little Scanion giri 
and a numerously-signed petition up to 
Jefferson City and presented them to Gov. 
Hardin. The little girl told her story and 
then returned to thecity. Atil o’clock the 
night before the day set for the execution, 
there bad been no word from the Governor. 
At that hour Mr. Fitzwilliam took the child 
to her father and there was an affectionate 
parting. Everybouy supposed Scanion would 
bang, but next morning a message came from 
the Governor commuting the sentence to 
imprisonment for life.

PATRICK O'SHEA 
onthe 9b of April, 1875. O’Shea was the 
first man banged in the Four Courts yard. 
He was a wife murderer. He went to his 
bome near Twenty-first street and Franklin 
avenue, under the influence of liquor, and 
began to quarrel with his wife, and was 
about to beat her when a little son stood be- 
tween them with a fire shovel which he 
threatened to use upon his father. This an. 
gered O’Shea and he proceeded to attack the 
boy, who ran away. e father pursued him 
two blocks and then returned tothe house. 
The little fellow also went back and got there 
just in time to look cope a the window and 
see O'Shea cutting his wife’s throat.

Scanlon died in the 


and Antonio Cattalano,three Corsicans, next 
paid the death penalty. They were hanged 
in a bunch on Februaryi18, 1876. With Santa 
Maglio ana Angelo Russo,who turned State’s 
evidence, they lay in wait for and cold- 
bloodedly tmurdered an old lemon peddler 
named Francisco Palermo, in March, 1875. 
Palermo was walking along Broadway at 
dusk up near Brooklyn street, when he was 
shot by Damiano, who with Santa Maglio was 
on the western pavement. The peddler 
started to run across the - treet when another 
shot from Lombardo or Cattalano on the east 
side brought him down. The murder was 
at first shruuded in mystery, buta detective 
shadowed Santa Maglio’s wife, following her 
to East St. Louis and getting on the track of 
the murderers, who were arrestedin a sal- 
oon at Belleville and brought back to this 
city, and taken to the Coroner’s office while 
the inquest was still going on. 
WM. WIENEKRS. 

was hanged February 1, 1878. Heshot and 
killed a young man named Lawrence over 
the bar of the Comique Theater, where Law- 
rence was employed and Wieners also. 
Wieners was the ‘‘bouncer’’ at the Comique. 
He had trouble with his wife, who was re- 
puted to be faithless to him, and Lawrence 
kept taunting him with the matter until 
Wieners one night, almost at 12 o’clock, after 
listening toa few words from Lawrence 
drew his revolver and kilied the bartender. 


Wieners’ sister made a brave fight to obtain | 


a commutation of his sentence, but Gov. 
Phelps was unrelenting, and the murderer 
went to the gallows ascalmlyand courage- 
ously as ifdeath had no terrors for him. 
The killing was donethe night before the 
case of Edgar Moore, whojfkilled Mabel Hall, 
a ballet dancer at the Comique, was given to 
the jury, and as the jury were out ata bar- 
ber shop the morning after the murder and 
heard of it, it is bejieved that the news influ- 
enced them to convict Edgar Moore of mur- 
der in the first degree. 

HENRY J. REDEMEIER AND EDWARD NUGENT 
were hanged together on February 14, 1879, 
and although the binges ofthe traps ef the 
scaffold have been oiled and placed in read- 
iness several times since no culprit has passed 
through their portals to that heaven that. 
awaits every executed murderer. Rede- 
meier’s crime was the killing of Henry Voss, 
an old stone mason with whom he had some 
trivial quarrel.

There was some question about 
Redemeier’s sanity, and a numvser of medical 
experts who examined the spinal column 
and other portions of his nervous anatomy 
after his execution declared he was crazy. 
But the declaration came too Jate to do him 
any good. A jury de lunatico ‘nquirende 
had before that settled on the opinion that 
he was a& sane person. Edward Nugent 
killed his wife. Thev lived at Rock Springs 
and Mrs. Nugent drank too much and made 
her husband’s lifea burden. One night, in 
a fit of desperation, he shot her. Their chil- 
dren were preseut at the time. Redemeier 
went to his death stolidly, refusing the com- 
forts of anv church, although a Catholic 
priest and Protestant minister were there to 
afford him spiritual consolation. Nugeut 
died bravely, breathing a fervent prayer for 
God’s mercy.

A few days ago a gentleman who intro- 
duced himself as Dr. J Moran, from 
‘airfax Court-house, Va., called at the Cus- 
tom-house and asked to be allowed to in- 
vestigate the archives in search of some 
papers. Inquiry proved that he was in 
1848-9 the manager of the old Washington 
Hospita], now the Church Home, on Broad- 
way, and that he had come to find some 
papers which would prove that he occupied 
this position, and that he was there at the 
time of the death of the death of Edgar Al- 
lan Poe, The doctor said that some of the 
Virginia papers had dug up an old and long- 
otten controversy in regard to the place of 
Poe's death, and that they had called him to 
account for stating that the gifted but unfor- 
tunate author had died in Baltimore in a 
atate of delirium caused bv excessive intox- 
ication, and gave apparently good testimony 
to show that he had died a natural death in 
Richmond. Mr. Moran was unwilling to be 
thought mistaken in his statements on the 
subject. He knew Poe well,and was present 
at his death. He had been picked up ina 
comatose condition from the gutter and was 
brought to the bospital, which was a private 
institution, formerly under the charge of 
Dr. Moran’sfather. On application to Dr. 
Dowell, Auditor of the Custom-house, he 
was enabled to have access to the index of 
the archives, and copies of the papers to 
prove his position will be forwarded to him.

Distinguished Citizens Who Have Been 
Led to the Whipping Post. 


Wilmington (Del.) Cor. Philadelphia Times. 

The whipping-post in the New Castle 
jail yard had seven victims yesterday. Three 
boys, who had stolen something like $15, got 
ten lashes apiece. Twenty lashes were ap- 
plied to the backs of four other prisoners 
who had been convicted of larceny. Sheriff 
Clark dik not handle the cat in a particularly 
forcible manner, and the men who were 
strung up in the pillory didn’t seem to mind 
the blows much. The whipping-post baa 
greatly degenerated in late years. There 
was atime whenit was applied indiscrimi- 
nately to thieves andfelons of high and low 
degree. Nowitis mainly used asasort ef 
scarecrow for chicken-thieves. sneak-thieves 
and errant tramps known as ‘‘peach- 
plucks.”” There are Delawareans living in 
this city who remember, as children er 
youths, atime when some of the Biue Hen’s 


‘most respectable chickens were put into the. 


pen known as the pillory and made to expi- 
ate their offenses against law and morality 
by a forced embrace of the whipping-post. 
BRANDED WITH AN ‘'¥.?”? 
Asachild the writer remembers having 
seen men who, after being whipped, were by 
law compelled to wear the letter **F” (felon) 
over the back of their coats, as long as they 
remained within the boundaries of State. 
Other people, a little older, will recollect how 
in Dover a man, who had been a prominent 
church member and most respectable citi- 
zen, for some act of dishonesty was publiciy 
whipped and condemned to wear the stigm:3 
of disgrace, the letter ‘‘F,” as lone as he 
iived, or abandon his home and business and 
take up his abode in another State. He re- 
solved to stay where his interests and affec- 


‘tions Inclined him to remain. although he 


was a storekeeper and his occupation neces- 
sitated his constant appearance in public he 
attended to his business in person, and itis 
said by those who frequented his store as 
purchasers that he had his stock s0 
arranged and was so adroitin his movements 
that no one ever caught a_ sight 
of the badge of his disgrace whilst being 
waited upon by him. In the old time, when 
Delaware wes more rigidin her righteous- 
ness than she is to-day, it was held by those 
who made and those who administered the 
laws, that dishonesty was much more hein- 
ous when engaged in by those placed by 
social position above want and amidst re- 
spectabie surroundings, than when indulged 
in by those tempted by necessity and evil 
companionship. Consequently, when a 
prominent citixen was caught stealing or 
forging, his punisbment was always made 
heavier and more severe than that meted out 
to rogues of either of the classes contemptu- 
ously known as *“‘poor whites,’’ or “‘free nig- 
gers.”? In facta half century ago so large a 
proportion of the criminals punished by 
whipping was of the’ respectable class of so- 
ciety, that a lady on visiting Deiaware some 
years ago, having heard that this, that and 
the other distinguished citizen was the des- 
cendant of rome one who had been publicly 
whipped, asked: **Do not all the aristocrats 
of Delaware drive their patents of nobility 
from the whipping post.”’ 
WHIPPING A MAGISTRATE. 

Toward the close of the last century an 
eminent and well-beloved gentleman of Sus- 
sex county, a public benefactor, distinguish- 
ed for piety, fell from his high estate. He 
was a Magistrate, and noted for wisdom and 
excellence of judgment. On one oceasion 
there was brought before him in bis official 
capacity some counterfeiters, who had been 
arrested for passing bad money, a large 
amount of which was found upon their per- 
sons. The Magistrate, as was his duty, 
took possession of the counterfeit stuff, to 
destroy,it was supposed. The rogues were 
committed for tria] and subsequently pillor- 
ied and whipped. Years after- 
ward the neizhborhood was flood- 
ed with ‘‘hogus money,” at length 
traced to the ‘‘Squire,’’ who bad committed 
the culprits alluded to and who, it was after- 
wards discovered, had been for along time 
passing the money he had confiscated for de- 
struction. Every effort was madeto shield 
this beloved and respected citizen from the 
consequences of his offense, but without any 
avail whatever. He was whipped most se- 
verely in the jailyard at Dover, and the Sher- 
iff who inflicted the punishment was so fear- 
ful that he might be accused of partiality for 
a rich and respectable criminal that he cut 
so deeply into the flesh as to cause the blood 
to run off the end of the lash and down his 
own hands, whilst the back of the unfortu- 
nate offender was a sight on which the most 
stoical could not look without being sicken- 
ed with horror and pity. 

A POLITICIAN SENTENCED, 

Some thirty-five or so years ago a well- 
known and very able politician of Wilming- 
ton ran for Congress and came wilhin three 
votes of being elected. He spent more money 
than he could afford, and in order to tide 
over a temporary embarrassment forged the 
indursement of his brother-in-law,a distinu- 
guished physician of the city. to a note given 
by him, intending to take it before it came to 
maturity and to escape any bad consequen- 
ces. It so happened that he was not on good 
terms with the brother-in-law, and this the 
teller of the bank at which the note was 
presented for discount knew. It was there- 
fore retained until the matter could be in- 
quired into. The teller took 0c- 
casion speedily to see the doc- 
tor, and said, suddenly: “Why, you 
have made your quarrel up with J——, and 
have commenced indorsing for him, eh?” 
‘“*T have done nothing of the sort,’’ said the 
Doctor, who was thrown off his guard, and 
who, for family reasons, wouid have cut his 
tongue out before giving his relative away 
had he taken time to think before speaking, 
His after attemptsto bush up the matter 
were witbout avail. Political opponents of 
the unfortunate culprit got bold of the story 
and he was indicted, tried and found guilty 
of the crime of forging and sentenced to be 
whipped. That he wouid have been so pun- 
ished there is no doubt had not his lovely 
and loving wife gone tothe Governor and to 
the Governor’s wife and so wrought upon 
the sympathies of both as to secure his puar- 
don. Butfrom that time forth he was polit- 
icaliy and socially dead. 

WOMEN WHO NARROWLY ESCAPED. 

Among the most beautiful, bighiy-cul'ured 
and charming women of the Stute some thir- 
ty years ago were the four daughters of a 
high official, who hadthe misfortune to be 
born kieptomaniacs. I, was well known to 
all the citizens of the town in which be re- 
sftled that they had inherited this mania 
from their mother, wbo was a constitutional 
thief. These girls would take anything they 
could lay their hands on, from mouse-traps 
to tishing-tackle. The acquisitions made in 
this way were, in nine cases out of ten, 
wholly useless and worthless tothem.

He foliowed them up the street, c:iled a 
constable, had them arrested. searched and 
wold have nad them committed to jul as 
common thieves had not bail been promptly 
offered by a score of citizens for their ap-

A pathetic case was heard before Mr. Jus- 
tice Hawkins yesterday week.

Of course, 
it would neverdo to permit prisoners to 
have favorite animals with them, but a 
mouse would not often be found insucha 
prison, still less the patience and gentleness 
requisite totame it; and there could bave 
been nothing but good in ignoring this 
slight and exceptional breach of prisor 
rules. But warders, dressed in a little brief 
authority over a very rough set of men, jjre 
almost always tvrannic at heart. If the pfris- 
oner had not been enraged by the cruel 
killing of his little companion, he would lave 
been a worse man than he F.

ANCIENT EXTRAVAGANCK, 


Some of the Old-Time Romans Who Led 
Gauy Lives. 
From the Quarterly Keview. 

Crassus, when a “undidate forthe Consul- 
ship, gave a feast of 10 ,000 tables, to which 
all the citizens of Rome were indiscriminate- 
iy invited. Cesar, to celebrate the funeral 
of a daughter, gave one of 22,000 tables, with 
accommodation for three guests at each. 
This entertainment Was repeated and ex- 
ceed@ for his triumph. He brought togeth- 
er more giadiators and wild beasis than were 
ever produced on any former occasion in an 
amphitheater, but his exhibitions of this 
kind were so completely cutsbone that it 
Was a waste of time to dwell upon them. In 
a document annexed to his testament, Au- 
gustus states as atitie to» public gratituae 
thathe had exhibited 8.000 ygiadiaiors and 
brought more than 3,500 wild Yeasts to be 
killed iu the circus. ln tbe course of the 
festivities instituted by Titus to eelebrate the 
opening of the C olosseum, 5,000 wild beasts 
were let loose and kilied by the gladiators. 
The Emperor Probus collected for a single 
show 100 lions, 100 tionesses, 100 Libyan and 
100 Syrian leopards, 300 bears and 600 giad- 
iators. Having caused the circus to be 
planted with trees to resemble a forest, he 
let Joose 1,000 ostriches, 1,000 stags, 1,000 
does and 1,000 bours,to be hupted by the 
populace, who were to Keep whatever they 
couid caich or kill. The fiercer animals were 
encountered by the giadiators. It does not 
appear how long this show lasted. 

i-erius, whose l:ie at Capri was a disgrace 
to human nature,was fonder of saving money 
than of spending it, and he left an immense 
sum in the treasury, Which bis successor, 
Caliguia, managed to dirsipate in two years 
by extravagance of the most senseless kind. 
As if in rivairy of Cieopatra, he swallowed 
precious stones€ dissolved in vinegar, and 
caused fhis guests to be helped to gold 
(which they carried away). Instead of bread 
and meat. One of his favorite amusements 
Was showering money among the populace 
from the Basilica of Julius Cesar. He ouilt 
yalievs of cedar, covered with jewelry, and 
large enough to contain vines and fruit 
trees, and had canals cut forthem aiong the 
coast. The stable of his favorite horse, 
which he talked of naming Consul, was of 
marble, the trough ofivory, the harness of 
purple, and the collar of pearls. The set of 
emeraids and pearls worn by one of his 
wives, Lollia Paulina, was valued at £400,000 
sterling. 

The principal extravagance of Claudius 
was in public games. Oneof the shows or- 
ganized for him ws anaval combat on a 
lake. in which the galleys were named by 
19.000 men. He was fond of good cheer, and 
wasinthe habit of inviting himself tothe 
tatiesofthe rich. He came on one occasion 
with 600 persons in his train. 

It was to Nerotbat Tacitus applied the ex- 
pression, **incredibilium cupitor.’’eWhat he 
not only desired but achieved in the way of 
cruelty and vice would be declared incredi- 
bie if Roman bistory had not already shown 
what revolting atrocities may be ccnceived 
by a diseased imagination and executed by 
irresponsible power. After the burning of 
the city, he gratified his taste, in entire dis- 
regard of the proprietors, in rebuiiding it. 
He atonce appropriated a number of the 
sites and alarge portion of the public grounds 
for his new palace. The porticos, with their 
ranks of columns, were a wile long. The ves- 
tibule was large enough to contain the col- 
ossal statue of bim, in silver and gold, 120 
feet high, from which the colosseum got its 
name. The interior was gilded throughout, 
and adorned with ivory and mother-of-pearl, 
The ceili: gs of the dining-rooms were form- 
ed of movable tablets of ivory, which shed 
flowers and perfumes onthe company; the 
principal saloon bad a dome which, turning 
day and night, imitated the movements of 
the terrestrial bodies. When this palace 
was finished he exclaimed: ‘At last 
I am lodged like a man.?’’ His diadem 
was valued at half a miilion. His dresses, 
which he never wore twice, were stiff with 
embroidery and gold. Hefished with purple 
lines and hooks of gold. He never traveled 
with less than a thousand carriages. The 
mules were shod with silver, the muleteers 
clothed with the finest wool, and the attend- 
ants wore bracelets and necklaces of gold. 
Five hundred “she-asses followed his wife 
Poppzxain ber progresses, to supply milk for 
her bath. He was fond of figuring in the 
circus as a charioteer and inthe theater asa 
singerandactor- He prided himself on be- 
ing an artist, and when his possible deposi- 
tioa was hinted is bim he said that artists 
could never be in want. There was not a 
vice to which he was not given, nor a crime 
which he did not commit. Yet the worid, 
exclaims Sueton'us, endured this monster 
for 14 vears:; and he was popular with the 
multitude, who were dazzied by his magniid, 
cence and mistook his senseless profusion for 
liberality. Onthe anniversary of his death, 
during many vears, they crowded to cover 
his tomb with flowers. 

The utmost excess in gluttony was reached 
by Vitellus, who gave feasts at which 2,000 
fishes and: 7,000 birds were served up. He 

rided himsei/f on his culinary genius, and 
aid every quarter of the empire under con- 
tribution to supply materials for a dish, 
which contained livers of mullet, brains of 
pheasants and peacocks, tongues of flamin- 
goes, roe of lampreys, etc. Tacitus stutes 
that he spent what would be tantamount to 
several millions sterling in less than eight 
months in eating or giving to eat.

Swinton doesn’t improve in looks ashe ad- 
vances in years. The assumed oddities of his 
middle life have become confirmed pecu- 
liurities in his old age, and his girth (phvsi- 
ca') is something marvelous. Each of these 
men had a degree of talent, but none of 
them ever touched the plane on which stood 
their chiefs. Wehaveno press club here 
where the relics of cther days might pose 
before the curious eyes of the men of to-day.

An Extraordinary Rumor Indeed. 
Fro.n the London Daily Telegraph. 

An extraordinary rumor reaches us from 
Beriin—nothing less than that itis seriously 
contemplated to transfer the Papal See from 
Rome to Fulda,in Germany. When, at the 
beginning of the present year, the idea of 
leaving Rome came into the foreground, 
Malta, it is said, was chosen as the spot where 
the Papacy was to find refuge and independ- 
ence; but that suggestion was abandoned, 
and then Avignon, Trieste, and a certain 
town in Spain were severaily thought of. 
Neither France nor Austria showed any en- 
thusiasm in the matter, and besides the 
recent visit of the King of Italy to Vienna on 
the one hand, and the appointment of M. Paul 
Bert as the French Minister of Public Wor- 
ship on the other, put an end to these plans. 
M. Depretis, moreover, peremptorily re- 
jected the proposal that Italy should 
surrender its territorial rights over the 
Leonine city, and allow the formation ofa 
miniature sovereignty outside the Itallan 
capital, and hence it is pretended Pape Leo 
XIII. conceived the bold idea of making a 
portion of Protestant Germany his own 
headquarters. It was urged that the real 
repugnance of Germany tothe Papacy was 
that it was a foreign establishment, and that 
the Prussian Government might easily con- 
cede to the Primate of the Catholic Church 
living in Germany, privileges which it re- 
fused to one residing in the Vatican, and be- 
sides, could not the Pope help the Chancel- 
lor by obtaining for him a msajorityin the 
Reichstag? It is alleged that Prince Hohen- 
loe has been acting as intermediary with 
Prince Bismarck, and the factis mentioned 
tnat Prince Hohenlohe, nowin Berlin the 
first time for many years, on Saturday dined 
with the Emperor, which may indeed bea 
sign of improved relations between the Vati- 
can and Berlin; but still, thence tothe Papal 
See of Fu'da is, indeed, asthe Scotch say, 
‘fa farcry.’’

In a few days at least we shall have the full 
story of the Jeannette expedition tothe North 
Pole. Enough is known to make sure that 
the record of the voyage will bea history of 
upparalleled hardships and sufferings ending 
in failure. For any good accomplished for 
science the crew of the Jeanette might just 
as well have drawn lots by which two- 
thirds of them might have _ been 
comfortably shot in New /York, the 
ship scuttled and the survivors sent back 
to their ordinary avocations. Seeing that 
Arctic exploration has so far resulted solely 
in failure, disaster and death, and seeing 
further that no possible advantage can be 
gained to science by the location of the pole, 
itseems that the time has come for the 
governments of the world to regulate polar 
research. It is a species of scientific suicide 
in which not alone the scientists, but a 
number of innocent sailors, tempted 
by high pay, are involved and killed. We 
grow indignant at scientific torture when it 
takes the name of vivisection, but hereto- 
fore public sentiment has rather applauded 
the crime of dragging a ship-load of human 
beings into the regions of eternal ice to 
freeze them slowly to death, 


THE substitute system,which was found to 
work so well in the army, is now being re- 
habilitated so as to serve for the penitentiary. 
SHERMAN REED, a New York policy dealer, 
has paid as much as $150 for a man to serve 
a three-months’ term in the State’s prison 
for him, andalthough the scheme was dis- 
covered after the substitute gotinto prison 
the idea beneath is vindicated. This fur- 
nishes a new branch of industry for this 
overcrowded world, and people looking for 
some light, genteel employment and willing 
to do anything should examine the situation. 
It is true that $50 a month is low pay, con- 
sidering the responsibility, intelligence and 
education required, but the wages might be 
reformed. And then a man has opportuni- 
ties for economy in the Penitentiary which 
he would not have in the world outside. 
The convicts are not, as a rule, proud or 
dressy. A plain, common sort of a man does 
not haveto put on much style to get along with 


them. He would not haveto run around 


nigh. and lavish his money playing pedro 
for the beer, or doing any of those thousand 
and one expensive things which outsiders 
have to stand to keep up with the procession. 
He would beout of the reach of charity ball 
collectors or monument fund men. He 
would not be troubled with the weckly wash 
or the recurrent ember day. In fine, he 
would simply have to stick to business to 
get rich. 


Mr. T. P. O’CONNER’S speech atthe Cham- 
ber of Commerce Hall last night must have 
been a pleasant surprise to the crowded audi- 
ence which judged from the annoucements 
thatthe orator was going to cry havoc and let 
siip the dogs of war. On the contrary, his 
address was a calm and reasonable presenta- 
tion of the Irish Land League side of the 
“No Rent Manifesto,’? a presentation, by 
the wsy, which puts an entirely new 
phase upon the matter. The Land League 
has been denounced as communistic and 
agrarian in tendency, as aimiog at a complete 
destruction of property in land. If Mr. 


O'CONNOR Is to be believed the Land League 


has chosen ‘‘No Rent’ as the quickest means 
of making its cause heard in the British 
Parliament under the circumstances. The 
coercion act bas put its spokesmen in prison, 
and “‘No Rent”? is very liable to make the 
land-holding class demand the release of 
these spokesmen. ‘Ihe tenantsin many in- 
stances have deposited their rent in bank to be 
held in escrow until the suspects are released, 
and certainly the landlords will see thatthe 
quickest means of getting their money will 
be in openiag Kilmainbau jail. The tenant 
can only oppose coercion by cutting off the 
supplies. He certainly has as much right to 
refuse to pay rent as the English Govern- 
ment hasto imprison a member of Parlia- 
ment on suspicion. Looking toward the end 
of the struggle, it is simply a question of 
endurance, Canthe farmer stand not pay- 
ing the rent as long as the landlord can 
stand not getting it? In plain English that 
is the question, and the odds are in favor of 
the farmer. The end of [Irish agitation is 
the land, with 
proper compensation by the State to the 
landlords, If thisis communism conserva- 
tive Germany is in many parts communistic, 
and America and France are wholly so. 


WITH the approach of New Year’s Day 
comes the usual agitation touching the stvle 
of the refreshmentsto be set before ‘‘ca)}- 
ers” on that day, and one iady, evidently 
quite sincere, writesto know the honest 
views of the Post-DIsPaTCH on the subject.

and sandwiches for New /Year’s  call- 
ers, but that would soon break up the 
custom, which, say what you will, has many 
pleasant features about it. Upon the whole, 
it would be well enough for those who are 
able to set up a little good wine and egg-nog 
before visitors, along with the indigestible 
cake, but it snould be the duty of every lady 
to see tbat her home is not converted into a 
bar-room. When Mr. “Dick Swiveler” or 
“Toodles’? come roaring into the house 
they can be furnished with a bit of cold 
shoulder unaccompanied with an invitation 
to “smile.’”? When the evening shades ap- 
pear and it becomes evident that men have 
been looking too intently on the vinous pro- 
duct which imparts color to the cup, 
the stimulants can be withdrawn aad 
plain suda and seltzer pushed to the front. 
By a little attention on the part of heads of 
families we think New Yeur’s Day can be 
passed over in St. Louis without any serious 
damage to the present generation and with- 
out impairing in any way our excellent re- 
putation for hospitality.

Col. Hitchcock’s Mode of Relief for 
the Federal Courts Adopted.

Papers of Interest on Recording Laws 
and State Judicial System—Elec- 
tion ef the Council. 


The lawyers in attendance upon the annual 
meeting of the State Bar Association were not 
prompt in getting together this morning for 
the second and concluding day’s proceedings. 
The members from the State and cities out- 
side of St. Louis came smiling to the 
front at the hour of meeting, but the tardi- 
ness of the local element was somewhat con- 
spicuous. Col. Slayback promptly, however, 
at 10 o’clock cailed the council to order in 
tbe ante-room of Judge Lindley’s court, and 
the general body, awaiting the call of the 
chairto order, discussed in small groups, 
matters and things in general. 

Gov. Crittenden, fresh from the scene 
of his Irish cause effort in the forum of com- 


}merce, came into the arena of the legal lights 


and was immediately surrounded by a local 
element of corporation lawyers. Circuit 
Judges Adams and Thayer circulated within 


the bar and there was a general con- 
fusion of learned tongues until 
Judge Montague rapped from his 


chair and the proceedings of the second day 
commenced. A large audience made up of 
the pees public occupied the seats outside 
the bar. 

Upon motion of Col. Hitchcock, Gov. Crit- 
tenden was invited to take a seat beside the 
charr, a compliment which his 
Excellency briefly acknowledged. He said 
that it afforded him pleasure to be a listener 
to the proceedings of a body of lawyers. 
The Governer, it is well known, 1s a member 
of the Missouri bar himself, 

Col. Slayback from the council reported 
the following additional names for member- 
ship, andthey were adopted unanimouslv:

John R. Shepley, of the committee to whom 
were referred the Hitchcock resolutions with 
reference tothe United States courts, re- 
ported in favor of the same. ‘They were 
read by Secretary Russell, as follows: 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved, That the steadily increasing ac- 
cumuiation of causes inthe Supreme Court 
of the United States and the consequent de- 
lays in the hearing thereof, now amounting 
in many cases to an absolute denial of jus- 
tice, are evils which call for. the 
immediate and earnest attention 
of Congress, with a view to provide some 
wise and efficient remedy, therefv.r} 

Resolved, That as well in the Circuit 
Courts of the United States as in the Supreme 
Court causes for earnest complaint exi-t 
in respect of the inability of the 
Judges of said courts as at 
present constituted to fulfil effectively 
the purposes of the organization. In giv- 
ing thf{s expression of the experience of the 
barit is not intended to intimute that any 
ground of complaint existsin respect of the 
judges of either of said courts, whose faitb 
ful and unceasing lubors no _ less 
than their integrity and ability 
are cordially acknowledged, but to call at- 
tention to the fact that, potwithstanding 
their efforts, the judicial force provided by 
existing laws is not sufficient for the bur- 
dens which are imposed upon it, and which 
cannot but increase with the in- 
creasing numbers and business of the 
people of this country. And 
this association hereby calls attention to the 
impressive statements of the evils above re- 
ferred to and the causes thereof, made by ex- 
Justice Story «f the Supreme Court in an ar- 


ticle published by him in the 
May number of the North Amer- 
ican Review, and by Judge McCrary 


of the Eighth Circuit in an article published 
by him inthe Central Law Journal of Sep- 
tember 2, 1881, on this subject, and heartily 
approves of the suggestions in respect of the 
necessary remedies therefor contained in 
said articles. 

Resolved, Thatin the opinion of this asso- 
ciation, in order to fulfill the ends of 
justice and the purposes fur which the ju- 
cdicial system of the United States was cre- 
ated, itis necessury that Congress should, 
without delay, enact laws which shall effect- 
ually provide: 

1. For anincrease in the number of Circuit 
Judges, whose labors shall be so 
justly remunerated as to secure 
permanently and at all times the services of 
competent men, and 'hat the necessary trav- 
eling expenses of ali Judges on the circuit 
should be reimbursed by the Government 
and not, as now, made ineffect a tax upon 
the Judge per: 

2. hatin connection with such increase 
in the number of Circuit Judges, and as the 
most uppropriate means of relieving the 
Supreme Court from \s8 undue burdens, 
intermediate Appellate Courts should be es- 
tablished, one in each circui',jto which cau<es 
might be taken on error or by appeal 
from the Circuit Courts, ander such rezula- 
tions in respect of any !urther appeal to the 
Supreme Court as should relieve the latter 
court in all except patent and copy- 
right cases from the consideration of 
ss of fact aud as should secure the 

oal determination by such intermediate 


courts of all cases excevt those which, from. 


the nature or importance of the questions ef 
law involved therein, or for the purpose of 
securing uniformity in tbe administration of 
the law-, vugutto be finally determined by 
the Supreme Court. 

3. That the establishment of such inter- 
mediate appellate courts would also give op- 
portunity for more equal justice in respect 


of causes not now appeaiahie, 
including those which involve the 
linerty and life of the citizen, 


by permitting all euch cases to be heard on 
appeal in ‘ala ceurts, instead of being finally 
determined, as now, by a single Circuit Judge 
or bya DistrictJudge holdivg «a Circuit Court; 
and also by reviewing, io prv per cause-,pend- 
iug the cause, interlocutory decrees and 
orders which can notnow be heard in any 
case except on appeal after final decree. 
Resolved, That the: ffiiciency of both the 
Circuit and Distrmct Courts would also be in- 
creased, and further relief attained by au- 
thorizing the Circuit aad District Judges 
respectively, under proper limita- 
tivns, to erform oth Cir- 
cuit and District Court dutv, thus practically 
consolidationg said courts, but witbout dis- 


turbing the present formal organization |

Resolved, That this association heartil 
commends, as tothe general features an

Resolved, Phat copies of these resolutions 
be forwarded to other State Bar Associa- 
tions with therequest for an interchange of 
views upon this important subject; and aleo 
that a copy thereof be forwarded to the Sen- 
ators and Representatives in Congress from 
Mi-souri and to the chairman of the Judici- 
ary Committee of the Senate of the United 
States, 

The resolutions were adopted without a 
dissenting voice. 

The first address of the day was then de- 
livered by Wm. G. Hammond, LL. D., Dean 
of St. Louis Law School, who was received 
with applause. His subject was: ‘*The Na- 
ture and Vaiue of Common Law.’’ It was an 
able treatise of the merits and demerits of the 
daw. 

DEAN HAMMOND’S ADDRESS. 

Dean Hammond spoke of the importance 
and necessity of State bar associations in 
keeping up the standard of true professional 
ethics and in securing the wisdom of per- 
fected jurisprudence. His definition of and 
commeuts upon the common law were in- 
teresting and valuable and brought forth 
frequent applause from the audience. The 
address was evidently carefully prepared and 
displayed much research and familiarity with 
theold Roman law. The Dean impressed 
upon the members of the association the 
value and importance of preserving the :om- 
mon law principles. Before Coke’s time very 
few opinions were written by the Judges. 

RECORDING LAWS. 

An interesting paper from Hon. Thomas 
M. Cooley upon “Dangers of Recording 
Laws,’? was read and received with applause. 
The learned Judge calls attention to the pos- 


itive faults of the recording laws, 
which render records convenient 
instruments of fraud and_ robhery. 


A partial remedv may be found in eithera 
modification of the existing system of regis- 
tration, or in the substitution of a safer and 
a better one. A_ partial remedy may be 
found in the repeal of all provisions of 
law which make the record as 
it now stands rimary evidence of the 
genuineness and due execution of a convey- 
ance, and the substitutions of others, which 
make it secondary evidence only; the gen- 
eral rule should be that the record shall be 
evidence only after it bas been proved 


that there was a genuine instru- 
ment whose non-production is satisfac- 
torily accounted for. A much more 


effectual protection would be the require- 
ment that the original deed shall in every 
case be left in the oflice of registration. This 
is absolutely indispensable. There can be no 
effectual security without it. Forthis pur- 
pose itshould be required that all conveyances, 
mortgages, etc., be executed in duplicate, 
and the two be presentedto the Recorder 
and one retained by him, while the other is 
returned with the date of record indorsed, 
or, if not executed in duplicate, that the Re- 
corder, while retaining the original, should 
deliver back a true copy-to the party leaving 
it. Arecord for castomary use should be 
made by copying the deeds into a book, and 
the book should be indexed and the convey- 
ances abstracted for the enews of giving 
certificates of title as it is done now.

The Mayor of East St. Louis has writ- 
tena communication to Mayor Ewing on 
the subject of having the small-pox cases 
developing there taken care of at Quaran- 
tine. é€ communication has been 
referred to Heatith Commission- 
er Francis, and it is probable some 
arrangements will be entered into. As itis 
now two Illinois patients are in the small- 
pox hospital at Quarantine. They came 
across the bridge either on foot or in the 
*bus, walked iuto the Dispensary and were 
sent down. Unless the two cities come to 
some understanding itis probably that the 
smal!-pox patients of the east side willjwalk 
over here and give themselves up. 

The city physicians and the Health Com- 
missioner insist that there is not any great 
danger of an extensive small-pox epidemic. 
The only bad feature of the disease as it 
now exists is the manner in which itis 
spread in very few cases to different sections 
ofthe city. Vaccination is going on, and all 
persons who apply at the Di-pensary for 
virus and give assurance that it will not be 
wasted are furnished with a sufficient quan- 
lity to answer their purposes.

An instance of the manner in which an 
attempt is frequently made by otber cities 
0 impose upon the charity of St. Louis is 
furnished this morning by Dr. Luedeking, 
slerk of the Board of Wealth, who handed 
the Mayor two letters—one from a distin- 
guished physician of Eldon, Mo., who spells 
operation with two p’s, and who recom- 
mended Robert L. Millertoa distinguished 
turgeon of this city for admission into the 
hospital.

A Splendid Season for St. Louis 
Dealers. 


——_ 
St. Louis the Coming Game Market of 
the Great West. 


This morningarun around the various 
game depots developed the fact that notwith- 
standing the circumstance of the weather 
being unusually warm for the timeof the 
year, the customary decline after the Christ- 
mas season has not been nearly so great as 
usual, and in some species of game the prices 
are maintained up to the best standard of 
the season. Capt. Judy, the well-known 
dealer, says he can account for the 
enormous trade from the fact 


that all markets east of Cleve- 
land draw on the West for their supplies. 
“I presume the St. Louis season will aggre- 
gate $200,000, ata very low estimate. ur 
sales will reach $60,000. The Eastern mar- 
kets, more particularly New York, consume 
enormous quantities of grouse, quail, veni- 
son, wild turkeys, mallard and teal ducks, 
and these command so good prices that the 
shipments to Europe, which used to be tons 
upon tons, have dwindleddown to a trifle. 
The local consumption of turkeys has been 
enormous this year. The ten days just be- 
fore Christmas we retailed 68,000 pounds. of 
turkey at our two establishments.” 

Mr. Kiely, the Broadway commission 
man, gave the following quotations of to-day 
as in comparison with those of last week: 
Mallard ducks are plenty and wholessle for 
$1 50°a dozen; the prices have been a trifle 
higher; plover is not particularly looked 
after and such as comeinare worth about 
$1 a doZen; snipe is scarce, of course, as yet, 
and brings $1 25 dozen; for wild geese there 
is almost no market and but few are 
offered; sales are made i for about 
35 cents a piece. Rabbits are 
always plentiful, more so in a warm winter; 
their fecundity demonstrating itself in] such 
periods; the large and fat ILilinois rabbits,are 
worth $1 50 per dozen, the smaller ones $1 to 
$125 per dozen. Quail have declined since 
Christmas and now bring $175 per dozen 
against $2 to $225 atthat time; there is a 
fair supply. Grouse is light and scarce, 
higher indeed thanit has ever been on this 
market; it has ranged from $4 75 to $5 25 per 
dozen during the season, and some sales have 
been as high as $5 50. Wild turkeys 
are plenty . and sell for 7 and 
Scright through. Pheasants are rare and 
are generally reserved for special orders. 
There are some receipts from Minnesota and 
these readily bring at whelesale 50 cents 
apiece ox: $6 per dozen. Teal ducks are also 
scarce, owing to the great Eastern demand, 
and readily realize $2 per dozen, a price 
maintained throughoutthe season. As for 
bear meat.it has never been so scarce on this 
market. In carcass it sells as highjas 12 to 14 
cents per pouod, which is equal to 20 certs 
for saddle and choice parts. Squirrels are 
plenty and the little demand Is answered at 
about 75 cents a dozen. Venison is compar- 
atively plenty and sells in-carcass for6 or 7 
cents; saddles are quoted at 10 and 11 cents 
andthere is a good demand, both in the 
eastern and home markets. 

Taking all things into consideration, the 
season has been a notably good one, and 
promises great importance for St. Louis asa 
game market inthe future. It will probably 
be the great Western center for the distribu- 
tion of this class of comestibles.

Small Pox—Case of Assault—Other 
Items from Across the River. 


The council wereto holda meeting last

meeting adjourned. 

The Merry Makers’ Social Club will give a 
grand masquerade hall at Jackiesche’s Hall 
on the eveof New Years. Allthe members 
are young menof standingin society, and 
the event promisesto be a most enjoyable 
one. 

The police-station is being strengthened by 
a brick partition across the center. The 
building has been in a dilapidated condition 
and shook upon its foundations whenever 
the wind blew strong, threatening to crush 
the turnkey ana all the prisoners. 


Wm. Brazzle was arrested last night for 
attempting to break into a freight car on the 
Indianapolis and St¢ Louis track, loaded with 
merchandise.

Onthe 8th of last November (Ca- 
hill and Long become involved in a dispute 
wh ch terminated in Long striking Cahilla 
powerful blow in the face shattering bis right 
jawbone and kuochivg bim insensivle to the 
pavement. What was used in striking the 
blow could not be ascertained, as there were 
no eye-witoesses. Long claims that his fist 
was the only weapon, but the attending poy 
sicians contend that his fist could not possibly 
inflict such aninjury. Cahill was carried to 
bis home in an almost dying condition and Dr. 
Winton, of this city, and Drs. Gregory and 
Parson, of St. Louis, summoned. No hope 
wasentertained for his recovery for a week, 
the patient lying ib a comatose condition 
during thattime. He recovered slowly, and 
left his room for the first time last Wednes- 
day to attend the trial, which was continued 
till to-day. ‘Tnis morning Officer Cahill 
withdrew the charge and had the case dis- 
missed, but as soon as Long stepped outside 
the Justice’s office Constable Zimmerman re- 
arrested him on the same charge, and will 
tuke him to Belleville. Cahill’s friends 
claim that they are virtually fighting the 
Mayor in the ease and cannot get a fair trial 
in East St. Lovis. His bail was placed at 
$400 when first arraigned,and Mayor Mc- 
Lean went security. It is thought the Belle- 
ville justices will place the bond at a higher 
figure.

An attempt was then made to f-o] :te 
cases, but proved unsuccessful on account of 
the sm«ilress of the houses. The Council 
then set themselves to the task of 
solving the probiem and one of them hit upon 
an ingenious method, which is partially suc- 
cessful, but very dangerous. When a tramp 
is discovered roaming around the city, nurs 
ing small-pox in ite wildest stage, be is di- 
rected to the bridge, with instructions to in- 
terview the first policeman he meets 
on the other side. As a general 
thing an ambulance is immediately 
telegraphed for, and the victim whirled ata 
rapid rate to Quarantine. Health Commis- 
sioncr Francis visited this side and inter- 
viewed the City Marsha! on the subject of al- 
lowing men with small-pox to cross the 
bridge into such a populous city as St.Louis, 
and baif concluded to send an ambulance 
this side for all cases reported ratber 
allow them walk to St. Lonis.

Exciting Scenes in the ¢ourt—The As- 
sassin’s Angry Shouts. 


WASHINGTON, December 28.—After re- 
cess Scoville put the hypothetical question 
which embraced the clause, “‘Suppose the 
prisoner believed himself to be partner with 
Jesus Christ.” 

Judge Porter protested against the ques- 
tion as blasphemous and it would be a dis- 
grace to a court of justice andto the Chris- 
tian nation to allow itto be entertained fora 
moment. 

Scoville replied that if no allusion was 
mad: to what wus claimed by the prisuner to 
be bis actuating motive or influences that 
led to his act, then the whole defense would 
be «1iped away at a siozle sir. ke. 

Jodze Porter proceeded to insist upon his 
view and dc':red that the time had come 
when inthe nume of the American people 
and «on behaifof the Government in the 
Federal cour', he felt it his duty to demand 
the prison«r@e remanded to the dock. 

Guiteau Ay comeing be Oh, you do; you 
big-mouthed Porter. 

The court officials sitting behind the pris- 
oner attempted to quiet him, when he 
whirled aronnd and snarled at une of them: 
**Well, you mind your own business or I’ll 
slap you in the mouth, you fool you.’”’ 

Judge Porter continued his remarks and 
Guiteau again interrupted him and shoutea 
out, “Well, you had better mind your own 
business ”’ 

Judge Porter: Thatis my business here 
to-day, and, vour Honor, I must now insist 
upon my motion of Suturday that the pris- 
oner be removed to the dock. 

Scoville arose tospesk, when Judge Cox 
said: “Let me know firstif counsel desire 
to be heard on the motion to remove the 
prisoner to the dock.”? 

Judge Davidge then proceeded to speak. 
He beiieved the time had come when 
every one present Was satisfied the pris- 
oner was pecfectiy sane in respect of 
his bebavior and amenable to the same 
rules as other prisoners. In the case of Gen. 
Sickles, wh» was tried in this court for mur- 
der, une Judge refused to deviate from the 
rule, although he was a distinguished lawyer 
and member of Congress at the time, and he 
gat in the prisoner’s deck during bis trial. 

Scoville said he would as-ent toany propo- 
sition which might be deemed necessary. 
Nv one had suffe:ed more than be had from 
the prisoner’s bebavior. 

Guiteau (interrupting): Well, it is because 
you are aj ckass iu this case. If had de- 
cent ®unsel I shouldn’t have any occasion 
for remaiks. Youare doing well enough on 
your theory, but your theory is altogether 
too narrow. You haven’t got brains enough 
for this case. 

Col. Reed denied the assumption 
that prisoner’s sanity bad been established. 
No human knowledge could fathom the 
workiogs of an insane mind, and humanity 
would uictate, if reasonable doubt should ex- 
ist, that leniency be extended toward him. 
He thought «» admonition from the court 
would be sufficient. 

Corkhill insisted upon the removal of the 
prisoner to the dock and the removal from 
around him of the special policemcn who 
were no. the reguiar attaches of the court; 
that he should be keptin the dark with no 
o:her specia! protectior than is accorded any 
other prisoner. 

GUITEAU, TREMBLING WITH ANGER 
or apprehension, shuvuted out: “You want 
to shoot me do you, Corkbill?
